GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


(a)  Staff. 

There  were  no  changes  in  staff  during  the  year. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities. 

Bacteriological  facilities  are  available  at  the  West 
Cumberland  Hospital  as  well  as  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory,  Cumberland  Infirmary,  Carlisle.  Analysis  of 
water  samples  can  be  carried  out  also  by  the  Laboratory 
or  by  Public  Analysts. 


(c)  Local  Health  Authority  Services. 

Medical  services  provided  under  Part  HI  of  the  National 
Health  Service  Act  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Cumberland 
County  Council.  Information  about  the  provision  of  Home 
Nursing,  Home  Helps,  Immunisation  and  other  services  is 
available  at  the  office  of  the  Area  Medical  Officer,  Area 
Health  Office,  Flatt  Walks,  Whitehaven.

A number  of  ante-natal  clinics  are  conducted  by  general 
practitioners  at  their  own  surgeries  in  conjunction  with  the 
district  midwife. 

Attendance  at  the  consultant  and  other  special  clinics  at 
Flatt  Walks  is  by  appointment  only.  Sessions  are  held  as 
follows:  child  guidance,  speech  therapy,  hearing  assessment 
and  training,  and  chiropody. 

The  Junior  Training  Centre,  Richmond  Hill,  Hensing- 
ham,  has  75  places  for  sub-normal  children.  Adult  Training 
is  provided  at  the  new  Centre  at  Distington.

SECTION  C. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 

A report  by  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  on  the 
work  of  the  year  has  been  submitted  and  will  be  found  at 
the  end  of  this  report. 

Water  Supplies 

The  year  was  probably  the  busiest  since  the  formation 
of  the  Board;  in  all  six  major  capital  works  were  started 
and  many  improvements  in  the  distribution  net  work  made. 
In  connection  with  the  treatment,  a new  chlorinator  was  in- 
stalled at  Owsen  Fell  and  the  changeover  from  701b.  cylin- 
ders to  ITcwt.  drums  of  chlorine  was  made  at  Ennerdale. 

The  capital  schemes  being  carried  out  and  completed 
are  as  follows: — 

(1)  21"  water  main  — Summergrove  to  Marchon 
started  September. 

(2)  1 million  gallon  reservoir  at  Summergrove  started 
May. 

(3)  Intake  House  at  Ennerdale  Lake  completed  Sep- 
tember, 

(4)  12"  water  main  — Nanny  catch  Reservoir  to  Wath 
Bridge  completed  July. 

(5)  Alterations  to  Hazelholme  Pumping  Station  for 
the  installation  of  two  pumps  to  supply  1.5 
million  gallons  to  Nannycatch  Reservoir  started 
November. 

(6)  Contract  let  for  20"  water  main  from  Meadley 
Reservoir  to  connect  to  36"  main  at  Hazelholme. 

The  amount  of  water  distributed  by  the  Board  rose  by 
0.5  million  gallons  per  day  to  8.5  mgd.

Frizington  Compulsory  Purchase  Order 


A public  enquiry  was  held  in  the  Council  Chambers  on 
the  24th  July,  1969.  Of  the  few  objectors  only  one  objec- 
tion was  upheld  by  the  Ministry’s  Inspector,  who  inspected 
most  of  the  houses  in  the  areas.  As  a result  of  these  in- 
spections eleven  well  maintained  payments  were  authorised 
in  the  report  from  the  Ministry,  which  confirmed  the 
Compulsory  Purchase  Order. 
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L.  House  Letting' 


164  houses  were  let  in  accordance  with  the  Councihs 
“Points  Scheme'’,  96  to  tenants  and  68  to  sub-tenants.  18 
houses  were  allocated  to  applicants  nominated  by  the 
Council.  46  families  residing  in  Council  houses  were  trans- 
ferred into  houses  more  suitable  to  their  needs.  2 houses 
were  let  to  agricultural  workers. 


House  Improvement  Grants 

The  1969  Housing  Act  came  into  force  in  August  and 
already  the  indications  are  that  there  will  be  a considerable 
increase  in  the  number  of  applications  for  improvement 
grants.  The  number  of  valid  applications  approved  in  the 
period  September-December  was  nine  compared  with  none 
in  1968  and  one  in  1967.  The  number  of  Standard  Grants 
has  also  increased  over  the  same  period.  Numerous 
enquiries  have  been  answered  and  visits  made  to  advise  on 
the  grant  schemes.  Unfortunately  about  four  out  of  five 
hopeful  enquirers  want  to  do  works  not  eligible  for  grant. 
These  necessary  visits  take  up  a lot  of  time  of  course,  and 
the  increase  in  work  for  the  Department  has  to  be  absorbed 
whilst  care  has  to  be  taken  not  to  neglect  the  many  other 
important  public  health  duties  normally  undertaken. 

The  new  maximum  of  £1,000  is  very  generous  and 
should  encourage  owners  of  property  to  carry  out  ambitious 
schemes  of  improvement  and  repair.  It  should  be  remem- 
bered though  that  for  a person  to  receive  a £1,000  grant 
he  must  be  spending  a total  minimum  of  £2,000,  this  means 
that  he  must  provide  at  least  £1,000  himself.  Unless,  there- 
fore, a local  authority  is  prepared  to  offer  effective  loans 
coupled  with  grants,  quite  a number  of  owners,  particularly 
young  newly-weds  or  low-income  couples,  will  either  find  it 
difficult  or  be  unable  to  bring  their  property  up  to  the  desir- 
able higher  standard. 

The  new  Act  also  adds  new  provisions  to  the  already 
complex  rent  legislation.  Existing  controlled  tenancies  can 
be  converted  to  regulated  tenancies  if  the  dwelling  is  in  a 
fit  state  of  repair  and  has  all  the  standard  amenities.  An 
owner  may  apply  to  the  Council  for  a Qualification  Certifi- 
cate and,  if  the  aforementioned  conditions  apply,  a controlled 
tenancy  can  become  a regulated  one  and  a fair  rent  deter- 
mined by  the  Rent  Officer.  If  the  dwelling  does  not  have 
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all  the  standard  amenities  then  an  application  for  a Quali- 
fication Certificate  can  be  made  at  the  same  time  as  an 
application  for  a grant  to  provide  the  standard  amenities. 
In  such  a case  the  fair  rent  would  be  fixed  before  any 
improvement  works  were  started. 

One  disadvantage  of  improvement  grant  procedure 
continues  to  bother  me.  The  exact  amount  of  grant  to  be 
paid  to  an  applicant  is  agreed  before  any  work  is  startetd. 
Unlike  the  ‘'Standard  Grant’’  where  the  actual  amount  pay- 
able is  decided  upon  after  the  final  accounts  have  been  sub- 
mitted. 

It  is  possible,  therefore,  for  a Council  to  agree  to  pay 
grant  based  on  builder’s  estimates  submitted  by  the  appli- 
cant who  can  then  carry  out  the  work  himself  (or  with  the 
help  of  friends)  at  a cost  far  below  that  of  the  original 
estimate  from  the  builder.  The  simple  solution  to  this 
problem  would  be  to  have  the  same  procedure  for  both 
standard  and  improvement  grants,  i.e.  a maximum  grant 
determined  before  any  work  is  started  and  the  actual 
amount  decided  upon  when  work  is  completed  and  final 
accounts  submitted  and  checked.  At  the  moment  there 
seems  to  be  little  to  prevent  this  immoral,  if  not  illegal, 
practice  occur ing  although  if  I were  faced  with  the  problem 
I would  ask  the  applicant  for  details  of  the  expenses  actually 
incurred  and  advise  the  Council  to  pay  grant  on  half  the 
legitimate  costs.

REGULATIONS  1966 

Once  more  quite  a lot  of  time  was  wasted  during  the 
year  making  special  efforts  to  inspect  mobile  shops  during 
the  course  of  their  travels.  They  never  seem  to  be  in  the 
place  one  expects  them  to  be,  although  they  appear  plentiful 
enough  when  one  is  on  the  way  to  urgent  appointments 
elsewhere. 

A person  operating  a mobile  food  shop  does  not  need 
to  register  or  obtain  a licence  from  a local  authority.  A 
situation  could  and  probably  does  arise  where  a shop  could 
operate  for  years  without  being  inspected.  I have  stated  in 
previous  annual  reports  my  opinion  that  all  food  premises 
should  be  registered  or  licensed  on  a limited  period  basis  and 
I am  convinced  that  an  even  stronger  case  exists  for  the 
compulsory  licensing  of  mobile  food  shops  by  the  local  health 
authority,  preferably  the  licence  should  be  renewable  annu- 
ally. If  legislation  on  these  lines  were  brought  into  force 
Public  Health  Inspectors  would  at  least  know  of  the  exist- 
ence of  the  mobile  shops  and  arrangements  could  be  made 
to  inspect  them  at  least  once  in  every  twelve  months  as 
licences  became  due  for  renewal.  Certainly  I think  some- 
thing must  be  done  in  the  very  near  future  to  improve  on 
the  present  unsatisfactory  and  frustrating  situation. 


(c)  Slaughterhouses :
